WHY WE ARE AT WAR. 


Germany has forced America, as 
It has forced practically the entire 
world, to defend itself by arms. We 
are fighting this war because Ger- 
many made war upon us. America 
is a peaceful nation: we have no 
lust for conquest, no desire for an- 
nexation of territory; we are defend- 
ing ourselves against Germany be- 
cause the imperial German govern- 
ment entered upon a program which 
meant the destruction of all Amer- 
ican institutions. 


When we finally recognized that 


Germany was wagins war upon us 
•we had seen more than 225 Ameri- 
cans, among them many women and 
children, 
killed by German sub- 


marines : hospital ships had been 
sunk and unfortified towns had been 
bombed and 
bombarded. 
Medals 


had been struck in honor of the 
sinking of the Lusitania, the mur- 
derous act by which so many of our 
men, women, and children, lost their 
lives. • German officials had treated 
the United States, a neutral nation. 
as an enemy. 
Strikes were organ- 


ized in this country, plants were 
blown up, pro-German publications 
•were founded and subsidized, and 
hatred of America was systematic- 
ally sought to be inculcated among 
our foreign-born inhabitants. 
Even- 


effort was made to involve us in 
trouble with Japan and Mexico. Our 
repeated protests w;ere met with 
promises and explanations 
which 


were little better than insults. 


The imperial German government 


finally proclaimed the unrestricted 
destruction of 
the high seas. 


neutral ships upon 
It was the notifica- 


tion to the United States that our 
people were no longer sovereign, and 
that if they would sail the seas in 
safety we must conform to condi- 
tions laid down by a government 
that defied international law, hu- 
manity, and elemental morality. 


A policy of terrorism has been 


systematically applied by the imper- 
ial German government since the 
outbreak 
of the 
European war. 


Treaties that stood in the way of 
German militaristic plans have been 
disregarded, women and children 
have been treated with indescribable 
brutality, the noblest works of art 
have beeji destroyed, and prisoners 
have been abused and maltreated 
and civilian populations massacred 
and deported. 


This is why America has pone into 


this war in defense of American 
honor and American rights. 
To 


have done anything else would have 
been to surrender our sovereignty. 
and we would have been forced in 
the end to fight a conscienceless and 
rapacious 
autocracy 
avowedly

autocracy—an

for indemnities, aggran- 


dizement, and the control of the 
world. Our success means that our 
children and our children's children 
will be able to enjoy peicc.

FIRST LIBERTY-LOAN. 


On the Gth day of April. 1917. a 


state of war was declarfd as exist- 
ing between the United States and 
Germany Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo immediately .ulvised Con- 
grecs of the financial necessities of 
the eountr>.

Defense Council at Work. 


Labor has been one of the chief 


sources of the farmers' worries, but 
he has every assurance in the world 
that the government will not sit by 
and. see his prcducts go to waste in 
the field. Next year he will still have 
the help of the 22 free employment 
bureaus, established 
by the Ohio 


branch, of the Council of National 
Defense, in securing farm hands. 


This year, from May 1 to Sept. 8, 


these bureaus actually placed on 
farms, 3,362 farm hands, while the 
total referred to farms where they 
could secure employment was 5,156. 
In addition, the State Defense Council 
sent into the rural districts 7,000 col- 
lege and high school students as farm 
laborers. Most of these students will 
be available next-year and with the 
training received this year will prove 
to be valuable workers. 


Another agency is at work, placing 


men where they can best serve their 
country in this war emergency. It is 
the United States Public Service Re- 
serve, an official national organiza- 
tion, conducted by the United States 
Department of Labor. In all parts of 
the country men are being enrolled in 
its ranks, and the farmer will re- 
ceive his share of attention from those 
in charge. There is nothing compul- 
sory about the organization, 
but 


through it thousands will be fitted 
into their proper places in the great 
war machine which must be built in 
•nlcr to hasten the day of peace. 


More County Agents, 


has placed at the disposal

ARTILLERYMEN IN 


ENGLAND FOND OF 


RAGTIME ON PIANO 


Somewhere in England, Sept. 9 


Several thousand American artillery- 
men, who BOOH 
will be handling 


heavy guns in France, are encamped 
here for drills and training, after sev- 
eral weeks aboard ship on thd journ- 
ey over seaa. The men belong to the 
regular forces of the United States 
army and are officered largely 
by 


West Point graduates. British offi- 
cers who have inspected the men pro- 
nounced them to be among the finest 
troops ever1 seen i«. England. 


The camp is located in one of the 


many valleys to be found In the roll- 
ing surface of this section of Eng- 
land, on a site once occupied by Can- 
adian troops. Heather-covered hills 
form a back ground for the sea of 
tents and on either side men of the 
Royal artillery are being trained. 


It is from these camps that the 


Americans got their first lessons in 
handling the ""heavies on wheels" by 
simply looking on. The Americans 
know all about big guns, for a large 
number of them were drafted from 
the coast defense forces of the Amer- 
ican army. But they have much to 
learn about big guns that are mobile. 
The particular thing they are inter- 
ested in just now is the fine art of 
hauling a heavy field gun out of a 
hole for the successful and speedy ac- 
complishment of such a feat is truly 
a fine art. 


The English instructors of artil- 
lery recruits have a deep hole dug 
for the special purpose. They wheel 
an immense gun and its carriage up 
and push it in. Then it is up to the 
recruits to haul it out with the as- 
sistance of a variety of levers and a 
masse of tackle 
and gear. 
Some 


times the student artillerists get the 
weapon out in a few 
minutes—if 


they are lucky. 
Other times, how- 


ever, it is an operation that may re- 
quire the better part of an after- 
noon. 
When the Americans 
have 


played audience long enough 
they 


themselves will start holing and un- 
holing the field pieces. 


Meanwhile they are spending spare 


moments learning the proper way to 
adjust a gas mask, and are 
being 


given an opportunity to take a little 
smell of the different kinds of gas 
to be encountered across the channel. 
This camp is a bit of the United 
States in the 
heart of England. 


When off duty the hills abound with 
Americans and the latest ragtime is 
hammered out on the pianos in the 
Y. M. C. A. tents nearby. Some of 
the men spend mo£L of their leisure 
moments writing home in another 
tent operated by the 
Y. M. C. A. 


where all materials may be had. The 
tent, as big as that used for a circus 
side show, is crowded with tables 
and chairs. The earth forms a floor 
and oil lamps hung from the poles 
swing back and forth as the wind 
blows. The top of the tent is color- 
ed so that at night some roaming 
German airman may not have-a good 
target to drop bombs. 


There is no ceremony in the writ- 


ing tent. Some of the men sit stifly, 
their hats well down over their eyes. 
Others are bareheaded, their khaki 
shirts open at the throat. There is 
i constant scratch of pens until some 
musical artillery man starts playing 
rag time in the next door tent. Then
